dential election is expected 
to bring out a record total 
vote in Texas of approxim- 
ately 1,400,000 men and wo- 
men qualified to participate. 
It was indicated that possi- 
bly 900,000 persons would 
vote. 
Texas 
democrats 
having dis- 


agreed violently as to the obllba- 
tioh to stand hitched to the party 
nominees, observers believe It Is 
within the history of the.common- 
ent" element to decide who shall 
be the recipient of the state's 20 
electoral votes. 
In spite of confident claims of 
partisans of both Governor Alfred 
E. Smith and Herbert,Hoover, there 
is no "cinch" about Texas. 
That 
Texas has voted democratic solid- 
ly in paat elections is ID favor of 
Governor Smith, but the campaign 
has indicated the Lone Star State 
electors 
will approach the ballot

Texas has not taken presidential 


campaigns seriously'heretofore. In- 
terest in the 1924 campaign rivaled 
this one, the number of votes cast 
would indicate, but in that year 
Texas democrats were in a heated 
disagreement as to the governor- 
ship of the state. The republican 
nominee for governor, Dr. Geo. C. 
Butte, won the support of many 
democrats who bolted the party's 
choice, Mrs. Miriam A. Ferguson. 
That memorable, campaign in many 
respects was similar to the con- 
troversy which has raged this year 
over the presidential candidates. 
Butte received 
294,970 
votes to 


Mrs. 
Ferguson's 4z3,558. John W. 


Davis, 
democratic 
nominee for 


president, 
received 
478,425 votes 


against 128,240 for President Cool- 
idge and 42,541 for LaFollette. A 
total of 649,206 persons voted but 
this was an unusually large turn- 
out, inspired by the interest in 
the contest for governor. 


Many Texans have forgotten that 


they are confronted with passing 
upon four proposed constitutional 
amendments, and hundreds will get 
their first knowledge of this duty 
when they start making their bal- 
lots, interest in the presidential 
election having transcended every- 
thing else. 


Four Amendments. 


One of the amendments would 


empower the legislature to levy an 
ad valorem tax on property of sev- 
en cents on the $100 valuation for 
payment of pensions to Confed- 
erate veterans and widows, regard- 
less of date 
pensioner* came to 
Texas or widow married pensioner 
or when she was born.

would exempt from taxation par-

The faith and credit of the sta-.e 
were pledged heavily by the "car- 


pet bag" legislature. 


"Affairs came to a bead in Jan- 


uary of 1374. 
Richard Coke had 


been elected governor by the dem- 
ocrats by a large majority- 
Al- 


though Davis had used many meth- 
ods of intimidation with his negro 
militia, he was decisively defeated. 
A democratic legislature also was 
elected. 
The new legislature was 


scheduled to meet on January 13, 
1874. 


"Davis declared the elections (n 


which he was defeated and 
the 


democrats given a majority in trie 
legislature, to be unconstitutional. 
An appeal to the courts by Davis 
was in vain. He began making si* 
peals to President Grant to send 


United States soldiers to perpetu- 
ate him in office. 


'T'he 'carpet bag1 governor an- 


nounced that he would prevent the 
meeting of the legislature Nov. 13.

itol, ho said. 


"We hold (he upper halls of the 


capilol for three days and nighla 
and kept the negroes sieged in thy 
basement. 
All the time we were 


apprehensive that the negroes be- 
Icw would plant a mine and blow 
us up. 
The tension of the situa- 


tion was very nerve-racking.

and the pandemonium of excite- 
ment broke out.

Aged Senator Simmons, 
was one of the recalcitrant group, 
and he was still charged at the 
loss of the nomination for Mc- 
Adoo, and was also aligned with 
the Duke interests who favor the 
principles of the party in power. 
; In regard to the other senator, 
Tarver said "As far as I am con- 
cerned I shall be delighted to have 
Thomas J. Heflin, and all that he 
stands for go over to the repub- 
lican party bag and baggage." 


Continuing the list of supporters 


of the cause, he paid tribute to the 
great democratic press. He paus- 
ed to express on behalf of the 
democrats of Navarro county their 
Whole-hearted 
gratitude 
to the 
daily Sun and 
the Semi-Weekly 
Light for their staunch support, 
which he declared 
matched 
the 
best efforts of the unbroken line of 
the democratic press throughout 
the nation. 


He called attention to the fact 
that Mrs. Woodrow Wilson, widow 
of the great war president, was 
working for Smith and had gone 
to the

convention and 
used her influence for him there. 
She had a. good opportunity, the 
speaker declared, to know Wood 
vow Wilson's opinion of his former 
cabinet member, whom he had giv- 
en the opportunity to become u 
world-wide figure, and it was sig- 
nificant that she supported Gov- 
ernor Smith. 
Wilson's Daughter Supporter 


--The speaker also called atten- 
tion to the fact that Mrs. Francis 
B. Sayrc, daughter 
of Woodrow 


Wilson 
Introduced 
Governor 
Smith at Boston, where he was 
given a reception, approached only 
by the welcome given Col. Lind- 
bergh on his visit there. 


He mentioned the comrades of 
the great war-president who were 
supporting the nominee, which in- 
cluded Carter Glass of Virginia; 
Josephus Daniels, former secretary 
of the navy who did not allow 
bribes to cause him to sell the re- 
sources of the 
nation into the 
hands of a few individuals. He de- 
clared that Daniels was as dry as 
Morris Sheppard and that was the 
limit. David M. Houston, former 
1 secretary of agriculture, is another 
supporter he declared; and he call- 
ed attention to the fact that no 
false crop reports that cause mil- 
Hpns of dollars loss were issued 
during his term of office. 


•Among the other leaders 
who 


were supporting the ticket he nam- 
ed Newton D. Baker, Charles W. 
Bryan, Ruth Bryant 
Owen, and 


' 
William J. Bryan, Jr., and even 
William G. McAdoo. 


Why should democrats blush to 


support the cause • when the reg- 
ular democrats are fighting in an 


unbroken line, and arc being join- 
ed by a great army of independent 
voters. He declared that the party 
could not be saved unless the mem- 
bers stayed 
on 
the good ship 
Democracy. 
He said It was not 
surprising that Borah rushed back 
to Washington after visiting Texas 
with the message—"Call and Herb, 
the jig • is about up, you had bet- 
ter rush down to the 
mourners 


bench and promises a special ses- 
sion to consider farm relief." 
In closing the state chairman 


asked if it should be said that In 
the hour of her opportunity that 
the Southland had failed to keep 
faith with her friend but had stab- 
bed him in the back at the ballot 
box on a basis of religious hatred 
and prejudice. He closed with an 
appeal to put the "Happy Warrior" 
in office. 


Hears First Demo. Speech 


Judge Hardy recalled that just 


sixty years ago in 1868 he heard 
his 
first 
democratic 
campaign 


speech. 
In that year the demo- 
crats tried to find some place in 
the United States in which they 
could hold their convention, and no 
place would allow them except New 
York, and the only building offer- 
ed them there was Tammany* Hall, 
and in the building Seymour and 
Blair were nominated. He assert- 
ed that from that time until today 
that there had been no truer friend 
of the South than Tammany Hall. 
In some. 
manner 
he declared, 
Tammany had secured the hatred 
of the republican party and press 
and were being reviled. 


Republican hatred is being shown 


he declared by many people who 
say that their consciences would 
not allow them to vote for a mem- 
ber of Tammany Hall. 
He recall- 


ed that Thomas Jefferson, founder 
of the principles of the democratic 
party was a member of Tammany. 


Sixty years have passed, Judge 


Hardy 
continued, 
and 
he had 


watched the democratic leaders of 
the South keep-the trust in guard- 
ing the'life of the Southland. He 
saw Regan, Coke and Roger Q. 
Mills pass on to their reward after 
valiantly fighting for 
democracy. 
He declared that they were never 
false and never worried about bolt- 
ing. 
But a group of younger lead- 


ers, he declared, had appeared and 
would lead the party on to glori- 
ous victory. 
1'ralses Johnson, 


He declared that he had known 
Luther A. Johnson for forty years, 
and had aided his political for- 
tunes. He declared that there was 
no truer son of the Southland, and 
that it was a sad state of affairs 
that he should have to come home 
in the midst of a lot of bother 
about "being too good to vote for 
Tammany." He then presented the 
speaker as a "good democrat and 
a gallant fighter." 


The warmth of the courtroom 


became noticeable, and as people 
in various parts of the house rais- 
ed windows, the speaker slipped 
out of his vest, and as he replaced 
his coat shouts were heard in vari- 


ous parts of the houts, "Leave off 
your coat, Luther, and pour It on 
'em." 
In his opening remarks, the con- 
gressman said that the honor heap- 
ed upon him by the friends of a 
lifetime would thrill a dead man. 
He said 
that 
he 
had traveled 


thousands of miles in the past few 
weeks and spoke in five different 
states for the party. He had al- 
ways voted the democratic ticket 
for 25 years, and asserted that he 
expected to continue in the future 
as he had in the past. 
„ 


He extended his thanks to the 


people present for the tribute that 
they paid him, and extended his 
best wishes to those who were pres- 
ent who did not agree with his 
views, declaring that he hoped that 
they had no hard feelings in the 
campaign. He said that he always 
adhered to the policy of conceding 
to every man the right to follow 
the dictates of his own conscience. 


In reply to the statement that 


had been made that he was asham- 
ed to speak in the city or county 
for the party nominee, Congress- 
man Johnson declared that his life 
had been in vain if the people of 
his own community doubted the 
sincerity of 
the address he was 


about to make, which he declared 
would be identical with those he 
made in other states. 
Texas to Kemain Loyal. 


On his 
return 
to 
Texas, the 


speaker said that his first wish 
was to get hold of a Texas news- 
paper and when 
he secured an 


Amarillo paper, the first thing he 
found was an advertisement telling 
in bold letters that Hoover would 
carry Texas. For a moment he 
wondered if such a thing could 
have 
happened 
while he 
was 


working 
in Maryland, Delaware, 


Tennessee, Kentucky and Colorado. 
But after looking over the situa- 
tion, he' 
asserted 
that everyone 


could rest 
assured 
that Texas 


would not break away from the 
fold. 
Many people he 
declared said 
that they were going to vote for 
Hoover because he was a dry and 
Smith a wet. Surely the people 
are not fooled and will not go off 
after false gods and vote with the 
enemies of the Southland. He said 
that he was a prohibitionist and 
had always been one. and if any- 
one had done more for the causa 
they had more ability and that was 
all. His first campaign for prohi- 
bition he asserted was carried on 
when he was twelve years old, and 
that year he wrapped his old-styl- 
ed bicycle with the whitest cloths 
he could find and rode about the 
streets to let everyone know that 
he was on the right side of the 
question. 
Local option and state- 


wide issues have always received 
his support he declared, but de- 
clared that he did not consider a 
man immoral or an enemy of the 
government if he held 
a differ- 


ent view. 
When Judge Hardy was a candi- 
date he declared that the people 
did not consider whether or not 


he was a wet or a dry, but they 
sought to find out his ability, and 
they recognized his trustworthi- 
ness. 
The congressman declared 


that he had never advanced 
his 


claim for office on his stand on 
any issue but rath6r on his ability 
to transact the duties of office. 
If Hoover is the driest dry and 


Smith Is the wettest 'wet, neither 
could affect the prohibition statu- 
tes of this country, Johnson said. 
Referring 
to H. Bascoin Thomas' 
address in Corsicana early in the 
campaign, he declared that the 
speaker had wilfully mislead the 
people, and tha*. any speaker who 
would do such was not worthy to 
be heard. 


Cannot Kepeal Amendment 


The Eighteenth amendment 
he 


declared could rot be repealed un- 
til two-thirds of the house of repre- 
sentatives and two-thirds of the 
senate had voted to refer a pro- 
posed amendment to the people, 
and then it could not be put on 
the statute books until thirty-six 
states had ratified it. There would 
then be the 
state constitutional 


amendment to be repealed before 
there could be a saloon on every 
corner as the speaker had assured 
his hearers them would be. 


The congressman stated that in 


his opinion the constitution of the 
United States would remain intact. 
He also recalled the fact that when 
Hoover was questioned on the pro- 
hibition issue h2 delayed answering 
for six weeks. He then 
branded 


the republican nominee's answering 
term "noble experiment" was an 
attempt, to appease b^th factions, 
the "noble" appealing to the drys, 
and the "experiment1 to the wets. 
Hoover's only other statement on 
prohibition he asserted was an ex- 
pressed "hope that it succeeds," 
and he declared that a man was 
not entitled to the aid of the drys 
when he calls prohibition an ex- 
periment. 


Smith is frank on the question, 


the speaker insisted, and he said 
that he did not mean to change 
his views to accord with those of 
the candidate when he voted for 
him,—but when a man is denied 
the right to believe that a law 
should be modified, he is denied 
the rights of citizenship. 


The speaker declared that the 


republicans were trying to delude 
the south, just as they had suc- 
ceeded in deluding the people in 
Kentucky on the question which 
was dropped as soon as the repub- 
licans elected two senators 
from 
that state. He declared that even 
the leaders of that party could not 
get together on the issues. Borah 
declares that prohibition is the 
issue, Charles Evan Hughes says 
that prohibition Is a sham, and 
Curtis, vice-presidential nominee, 
says that prosperity is the issue. 


'Smith Will Enforce the Laws. 
Johnson declared that he firmly 


believed that Smith would enforce 
the laws, and from his former ex- 
periences he had found that the 
New York governor was "anti but 
honest." At least the democrats do 


not take any chances of worse en- 
forcement by electing Smith. The 
speaker quoted Gen. Lincoln 
C. 
Andrews, former head of the pro- 
hibition enforcement division, as 
saying that there was too much 
politics in the enforcement of the 
laws. At least, Johnson promised 
his hearers, that there would be 
no-exdistiller at the head of the 
enforcement branch. Hoover does 
not promise any more enforcement 
and Smith promises no less, so why 
change? 
Touching on the religious issues 


lightly, the congressman took from 
his pocket a copy of the constitu- 
tion of the United States and quot- 
ed the part which states "that no 
religious test shall be required of 
a candidate for any office," und 
he pointed out that this was a part 
of the original draft and not an 
amendment. 
The issue was injected he declar- 


ed because it was a high emotional 
appeal. He declared that he was a 
Protestant and that all of his for- 
bears had been Protestants but he 
assured that he had been taught 
that there wa"s good in both Pro- 
testant and Catholic. He quoted 
Roosevelt, Wilson and Bryan 
on 
the religious issue, and declared 
that if people were unwilling to 
believe this evidence, they would 
not believe One though He be rais- 
ed from the dead. 


Taking up the issue of "prosper- 


ity" he outlined the reasons which 
Hoover assigned as 'jelng respon- 
sible for the prosperous condition: 
No. 1 more children In the public 
schools; No. 2, more building; 3, 
more 'automobiles. In 
reply 
the 


speaker stated that he 
tnougnt 


everybody was responsible for the 
Increased number of children, ue- 
cause of their greater interest in 
schools; he declared that the build- 
ing figures merely showed mat 
Americans were trying to catch 
up after a slump during the war 
period, and that he agreed with 
Will Rogers' statement that if un- 
paid autos were kept off the high- 
ways they would be vacant. 


Refutes Prosperity Claim. 


He then took a number of statis- 
tics from government records and 
from 
commercial 
bulletins, 
and 
showed by comparing the adminis- 
trations of Roosevelt, Taft, Wilson 
and Coolidge-Harding that 
there 


had been more bank failures in 
America by fifty per cent during 
the last administration than under 
any other president. Mellon's ans- 
wer that the failures were re-ac- 
tions from the Wilson 
adminis- 


tration fell flat, he asserted, when 
the conditions became worse the 
farther away they were. He declar- 
ed that the republican claims that 
the country was headed away from 
poverty were false and rather the 
country was headed for 
another 


place, he designated as straight 
down. He declared that the farm- 
ers of America-had been forced to 
pay for'a depreciation of thirty bil- 
lions in the first four years of the 
Coolidge administration. 


The congressman stated that ho 


would like' to see the republican 
nominee face acrowdv of 40,000.000 
American farmers and hear them 
recite their experiences. He declar- 
ed -that It was time for a change 
and that agriculture would be ben- 
efited by a change. The republi- 
can interest in the farmer is for 
votes only he asserted for the prin- 
cipal interest Is with the New Eng- 
land states and the manufacturers. 


Neither the democrats nor Smith 
had been known to break their 
promises, the speaker asserted, and 
he did not believe that they would 
start the practice now. He furth- 
er attacked the claims of prosper- 
ity by quoting figures from the in- 
come tax figures of 1925 which 
were open to public examination, 
which showed that less than one- 
half per cent of the corporations 
in the United States secured more 
than fifty-one per cent of the prof- 
its. 


Naming two other reasons why 


he could not support the republican 
party, he stated that his conscience 
refused to allow him to aid a 
group that fostered such men as 
Forbes, Daugherty, and others who 
brought the United States into 
disrepute. 


Democratic Principles Right* 
The final reason was he asserted 


that the principles of the demo- 
cratic party had become a part 
of his life and that he expected 
to adhere t3 them. Although It 
might be only a question of senti- 
ment, he declared that he would 
not go back on the party that 
had supported the southland in the 
hour of need, and that he could not 
scratch the nominee of the party 
that had aided the south. 
He mentioned the 
Dyer 
antl- 


lynchlng act, which he declared Is 
a part of the republican platform. 
Under this act, he explained that 
state officers would be forced to 
become subservient to the federal 
government in the event of mob 
violence, and that each 
county 


would be liable for damages, all of 
the cases being tried in federal 
courts. This would be a severe blow 
to the rights of the individual stat- 
es he declared. This act passed the 
house a few years ago by a vote 
of 231-119, only 16 demacrats vot- 
ing for the measure. The bill was 
killed in the senate by a worthy 
filibuster under the direction and 
leadership of Senator Morris Shep- 
pard of Texas. 
He said that he could not con- 


done the acts of the republicans 
and that it was his firm belief 
that a house cleaning was needed 


f 


made to suffer. 
He declared that Hoover had been, 
too cowardly to come out against 
the misdeeds of his party. He also 
declared that the cohesion of 
e 


solid south had resulted in the 
curbing of much vicious legislation 
including the Dyer act. 


Declaring that a vote for Hoov- 


er was a vote for the Dyer act 
and also approval of the removal 
of segregation orders, the congress- 
man demanded of his 
audience 


whether or not they were going 
to stand for such procedure. A roar 
of denial greeted him. 


He closed with a plea that every 


man and woman would be allowed 
the right of exercising their fian- 
chise as their conscience demand- 
ed urged that all malice and pre- 
judice "be removed and that every 
one remember that even after the 
election that they were all American 
and support and love the same flag. 


After the close of the speech, 


hundreds came up to shake hands 
with the representative.

NEW TORK, Nov. 3.—WV-Bradstreet's Saturday said: Re- 


tail trade has quickened, and wholesale and jobbing linos have 
been .stimulated, while industry, tbe third great element in the 
country's business, has maintained Its relatively more favorable 
situation. For these favorable developments, cold weather has 
come in for most mention. In the crop situation, too, cold weath- 
er has figured favorably. Cotton alone is still in the fields, but 
picking in the west has been active, and in the southeast con- 
cededly small yields of this crop and of corn, which have un- 
favorably affected business, have, largely speaking, ceased to be 
affected by the weather. In the west and southwest, rain and. 
later snow, seem to have given the 1929 crop of winter wheat 
needed moisture and a good start in germination.

Mr. Sutherland was born in New

"of the Texas State Embalmers and 
Funeral Directors association, an 
organization 
perfected 
in

Worth more than 40 years ago. He 
was a prominent member of the 
I, O. O. F., having held the highest 
offices in tjie gift of not only the 
local lodge 5To. 63, I. O. O. F., but 
also the highest offices in the gift 
of the Texas Grand lodge. 
He 
always attended the sessions of the 
Texas Grand lodge whenever DOS- 


, aible. For many years, he was a 
trustee of the I. O. O. F. Home 
here and always took an active in- 
terest in anything pertaining to the 
Home here. 
Came to Corsica mi in 1866 


Mr. Sutherland came to Corsi- 
cana in 1SG6 with his father, 
the 


late Arthur Sutherland, and the 
place of business was located at 
the corner of West Third avenue 
.and North Fifteenth street. 
West 


Third avenue then was known as 
.Main street and Fifteenth street 
was Church street. 
He did not 


embalm for a number of years aft- 
er.he entered the undertaking busi- 
ness. 


When a small lad, Mr. Suther- 


and worked in a paint shop up- 
stairs over a store that was locat- 
Vd on the site where the home of 
W. W. Walton la located, corner of 
tforth Thirteenth street and West 
Second avenue. At that time, the 
main business portion of Corsicana 
was located about the present Na- 
varro county courthouse 
square 


and remained there until the rail- 
roads were constructed 
and the 


business district transferred to its 
present location. 
, In, 1876, Mr. Sutherland went to 
the Sutherland farm, several miles 
north of Corsicana and farmed for 


• a few years, intending to follow 
the farming business, but returned 
to town upon the advice of physi- 
,clans and in 1879, went into busi- 
ness in the old opera house, 1882, 
-the business was moved to its pres- 
ent site and has been conducted 
'from that stand since. 
The un- 
dertaking establishment was mov- 
ed to its present location a num- 
ber of years ago. 


Burled Many Dead. 


Mr. Sutherland and his father be- 


fore him buried a majority of the 
people interred in Oakwoood ceme- 
tery and Mr. Sutherland had charge 
of approximately 10,000 
funerals 


during his life. Ho has had per- 
sonal charge of a large majority 
of the funerals held at Oakwood 
Cemetery. He also had charge of 
a large part r' the funerals in Na- 
varre county in the early days 
when there were no funeral direct- 
ors in the smaller towns of the 
county. 
It is safe to say that al- 


most half of the funerals in Na- 
varro county have been under his 
direction during the last half cen- 
tury. 


In 1881, he established a hard- 


ware; furniture and 
undertaking 
business in Dawson 
and had a 


similar business in Blooming Grove 
and Kerens. 


"He was a vice president and di- 


rector of the First State Bank here. 


Mr. Sutherland was a member 


of the state board of embulmers 
for several years and has always 


• been prominently 
identified with 


hin profession. 


He had been a member of the 


First Presbyterian church here for 
a number of years. He was famil- 
iarly known to his leglor friends of 
his,own age as "Bank" and to the 
younger people aa "Uncle Bank." 


. ...i-Jfr. Sutherland had watched Cor- 
alcana from a struggling village to 
its present size and always 
kept 


pace, with progress, remaining in 
active charge of his large furniture 
and undertaking business. 


, No Woman In Potter's Field.. 
-Mr; Sutherland never would al- 


low a white woman to be turied in 
the "potter's field" and when a 
body was left with no one to look 
after it or care what disposition 
was made of It, he would have it 
interred in another cemetery, 
at 


Jili own expense. 
He said on a 


number of occasions that he could 
not bear to see a white woman bur- 
ied in the "potter's field." Whether 
a person was rich or poor, high or 
low; they received a decent burial 
whenever Bank 
Sutherland 
had 
anything to do with it. 
; His death had not been unex- 
pected for several days, his condi- 
tion ' turning for the worse more 
than a week ago. 


Mr. Sutherland was a charter 
member of the Corsicana Lions 
club and always took an interest 
in; the activities of that organiza- 
tion.
